The Moral and Itetorial Growth of 


elwi<l'« Most Valuable Poweiwl«n». 


The English people are justly proiid 


of their great empire at India, which 
was conquered in the last century by 
the prowess ot their anas, and has 
since made wonderful progress in civ- 
ilization by the wisdom at their laws 
and government. India, indeed, with 
its two hundred and forty million peo- 
ple, is the proudest of England's many 
distant possessions. The millions ol 
money and many thousand of soldier- 
lives which Great Britain has spent in 
holding and defending it, attest the 


I value which she attaches to retaining 
1 it afl a dominion of tbe crown. In re- 


cent years, the efforts of the English 
Governor-General of India have been 
directed, more energetically than ever 
before, to Hie material, political and 
social improvement of the swarming 
native races subject to their rule. No 
lono-er is it the British policy to govern 
them simply with iron hand, holding 
them as a subject people, shutting 
them out from education, and from all 
share in the affairs of their own conn- 


A recent official statement gives aft 


interesting picture of the results of 
the civilizing process which has of late 
years been elevating and bettering the 
condition hi all respects, ol the native 
races. From ttts statement it appears 
that the number of towns to which 
are accorded the right to manage their 
own local affairs is rapidly increasing 
every year. The right to vote for 
their own local rulers is in these eases 
eiven to natives who have a certain 
Imount of property, and the local 
governments thus created have tne 
lower to control the schools, measures 
for health, lighting, water, making ol 
streets, police, and erecting of public 
buildings. The result of thus giving 
the natives the power to manage their 
local affairs is seen in the steady in- 
crease of schools, in a decrease of ill- 
ness and death, in better roads, in tne 
economy with which the towns are 
administered, and in a marked dimin- 
ution of crime. Many of the crimes 
peculiar to Hindoo custom and charac- 
ter are ceasing to be committed. 


With this political improvement, 


the material prosperity of India fe, on 
the whole, on the increase. The prob- 
ability of the recurrence ol those hor- 
rible famines which, in the past, have 
spread terrible desolation through vast 
areas of India, becomes happily, more 
remote from year to year. This is due 
in part to tho growth o* the railway 
system, in part to tho more general 
cultivation of tho soil, and m part to 
the more intelligent methods of pre- 
vention employed. The soil of India 
yields a large variety of valuable pro- 
ducts. The growth of coffee is declin- 
W but that of tea is becoming con- 
stantly larger. 
In nine years, tne 


value o* the tea grown in India has 
more than donbleTl. Cotton is raised 
in India on over fourteen millions ol 
acres. Perhaps, in time, India will be 
a formidable rival of our. own Southern 
States, in the production of this staple 
which may be said to clothe mankind 
Wheat is grown on twenty-sis millions, 
of acres; and the Indian forests, witti 
their strong and aromatic woods, are a 
source of very considerable profit. In 
manufactures, India Is making percep- 
tible progress, especially m the cotton, 
jute Mid brewing industries. New cot- 
ton mills are being built and put In 
operation in various parts of the em- 


PIIt'is noteworthy that the number m 
newspapers in the native tongues is 
ranidlv increasing. These papers ms- 
Sl« all matters'*!* great freedom 
bnce the once severe restrict.ons on 
the press have been much relaxed in 
recent years. It is a fact worth men- 
tioning that Shakespeare's plays h»c 
recently been translated mto several of 
the Hindoo dialects. 
India, under 


English rule, is thus fast becoming 
what even Europeans would call a 
really civilized state. In due time, no 
doubt, the English rule will disappear 
and the empire will become free and 
self-governing. But it will always be 
•a mljestic monument to the English 
genius for planting good government 
in remote regions and among strango 
••peoples.—Youth's Companion.

AN AID TO SCIENCE. 


rhotOErapny Proven an Adrtltlon to 
the Strength of Human Vision. 


The aid of photography to the study 


of certain departments of science is 
considerable, and in astronomy, for ex- 
ample, it is not limited to the easy 
preparation of stellar charts. In Jules 
Verne's story of the mysterious island 
the Pacific, he-has his castaways manu- 
facture a photographic apparatus. In 
looking at tbe negative of a view the, 
discover the picture of a vessel on the 
horizon which was not seen by the 
naked eye. This Is the expression of a 
well-known fact that a negative may 
reveal features otherwise invisible 
The -proof" of a photographic portrait 
showB the irregularities of the Am. 
ehows freckles that are not so promi- 
nent to the eye in the subjcct-and so 
portraits-need to be retouched. In 
the same way photographs of 
the 


heavens reveal stars and other objecte 
never observed before. For example^in 
the negative ol a part of the Pleiades 
SkenStW, was'seen a faint nebula 
thatwasunknown to astronomers. Aftei 
the photographers called attention to 
it there was no difficulty m making 
it'out with a large tel«?seope and even 
one of moderate power. A new varia- 
ble star near this nebula was also d,s- 
covered by the photograph. 


In the study of the anatomy of the 


brain the photographic process has 
been of great value. In the negatives 
of microscopic photographs of the 
?rain ttes*</are reveated mat,3• feat 
,,re8 which the microscope itself does 
not show. Some of these .revelations 
do not make an impression m the 
prints, even though they may be quite 
nlain in the negatives. 
Others, too, 
SrHeen in the process of developing 
Se nT^ve, but which disappear 
under the action of tte devetepmg

Concerning Street Paving. 


A recent article in the Detroit Tribune 


relates an interview with Rev. Dr. Ryan 
on the subject of pavements, iu which 
the gentlemen said he had paid the sub- 
ject considerable attention, and had trav- 
eled over the worst as well as the best 
ways in the world. He said brick was 
bound to be the pavement in the future, 
as it furnished a smooth track and held 
just enough debris to make it noiseless, 
while it was far less severe on rolling 
stock than any other. He especially con- 
demned wooden pavements of any kind, 
but said that at Charleston, West Va., a 
brick covered street was in good condi- 
tion after 12 years of hard usage. We 
think, however, he made one mistake in 
recommending a bed of sand over a frame 
work ot timbers. We think tbe Jackson- 
ville plan the' best, putting down a bed of 
cinders first which makes a cushion and 
furnishes drainage for the water; theu 
sand and the two courses of brick. Our 
pavement costs about 81.55 per square 
yard, exclusive of digging. The Spring- 
field cedar blocks cost $1.35,. and com- 
pared with our improvements are a mere 
make shift which will bo rotten or full of 
holes while our own will be in good con- 
dition.—Jacksonville Journal.

Without the wagons such 
rapid movement Into district! whence tho 
laager signal bad come, suoh prompt mass- 
ing of men at critical moments, and such 
expeditious removal of the dead and wounded 
bomb victims in Baymarket square would 
have been impossible. Moreover, the moral 
force and general efficiency of every officer 
In the city was increased by the general 
knowledge of the lawless or id e crowds 
that, while only one policeman wa» before 
their eyes, hundreds more were i irtually at 
hh back, ready to spring to his 
almost wiih the speed of the wind. 


"THE HUBBY" BESPONDINO TO A CALL. 
"I can safely say," remarked Chief of 


Police Eborsold the other day, "that but for 
the patrol wagon and police telegraph sys 
tern Chicago would have suffered the loss of 
millions of property and hundreds of lives 
during tbe late troubles. No police force

Years passed, and Chicago was 


hard up for cash, and official jealousies were 
never quiet, and aldermen were always 
stupid. But th« good idea did not die. 


The toughest district in Chicago was that 


surrounding the Twelfth street police station. 
Oangs of hoodlums and thieves amused 
themselves by laying m ambush for their 
enemies, the blue coats, and frequently en- 
Joyed the rare sport of using a policeman's 
•tar for a sharp-shooting target Whenever 
a Twelfth street officer, on his midnight 
rounds, came upon a gang of toughs it 
became second nature for him to spit on 
his hands, take a fresh grip 
on his 


locult, and wonder how much of his remains 
would be left for his widow to weep over. 
When the telegraph system was started, and 
the start was made largly by contribu- 
tions from the pockete of enthusiastic officers 
and by stealing wlr« and instruments, the 
first boxes were located m this region where 
the tough knew no law and despised its 
ag«nte. The very flnt night a gang of 
roughs lay waiting In a dark alley for an 
officer, and intending to thump the life out 
of him. But the officer, 
suspecting tbe 


trap, qubtly turned in an alarm and walked 
toward hli to* with club uplifted. 
In two 


minutes th« hoodlums sprang upon him, and 
were just beginning to enjoy themselves when 
there was a sharp clang, clang, clang, a 
rattle of wheels and hoofs, a clond of blue 
coat*, a down locusts swinging merrily, and 
Ufon the surprised hoodlum* knew what 
was tbe matter with th»m they w«r» lying 
tandouffed u tbe bottom of Chicago's first 
patrol wagon.

Twelfth street district had been cleaned out 
The wagon, which the toughs nicknamed 
"The Flying Maria," and finally "The 
Harry," was too much for them.

elm pie drunk the horses drawing the wagon 
are not urged to breakneck speed, while m 
case of riot officers are picked up on the way 
and all possible haste made in reaching the 
scene of disorder 


In each patrol wagon are handcuffs, come- 


alongs, clubs, blankets, stretchers, canvas, 
ropes, etc 
There la also a medicine chest, 


and the officers in charge of wagons have 
been BO often and so carefully lectured by 
the department surgeon that they are now 
excellent practitioners in emergency cases. 
These wagons are justly famous for their 
convenience and speed. They often travel a 
mile m five minutes, and in less than an 
hour all the wagons in the city may be 
massed at one point 


If the telegraph and wagon system has 


been found as useful in all cities where em 
ployed as in Chicago, it has already been a 
greater bles&ing to society than its fond in- 
ventors ever dreamed of 
In Chicago last 


year the officers in charge of station houses 
reoeived over the department telephones 
1,600,000 reports from patrolmen ou dutj 
The patrol wagons answered 500 alarms a 
week, and during the ywar traveled (>5,000 
miles. 


But the system, admirable though it be, Is 


not yet complete, even m Chicago 
Had the 


late Ha^ mai ket riot occui red in time of 
usual quiet, when there weie few leserve 
officers at the station houses, many moments 
must ha\ e passed before re enforcements in 
effective numbers could reach the scene 
Each officer patroling a boat is i pqun ed to 
lapoit by telephone evorj halt hour, but in 
the cose of the Haymarkat sti uggle this 
would have been a half hour too Inte Ample 
provision has been ma do for instnntaneoiii 
transmission ot intelligence from othrtis on

their charge 
Three taps on the bell, for m 


stance, will summon the officer from every 
third beat and notify his neighbors to cover his 
ground during his absence. 
f*our taps will 


summon every fourth officer, and so on. 
With electric communication between 500 
patrolmen in as many different parts of the 
city, and their superiors at the stations; 
with the means at hand of summoning offi- 
cers from their beats to the houses without a 
moment's loss «f time, and with fleet horses 
hitched to convenient wagons, to convey re- 
enforcements, it would item that the limit of 
human ingenuity has been reached.
